According \ to reports from 
Moscow, events on the Russian 
front during the last twenty-four 


o. | hours have taken “a new, and 


dificult, turn.” Duting the last 
six months the Russian Army has 
been attacking, first of all in an 
attempt to relieve Stalingrad, and 
afterwards to clear the Caucasus 
of Germans. This sustained effort 
has impo8ed a severe strain on 
Russia’s resources. Fighting has 
been taking place in the most 
unfavourable conditions. Few 
believed that the Russian generals 
would have ‘been able to: maintain 
the pressure at such a terrific pace 
for so long; but the fact is that 
they have achieved what amounts 
almost to a military miracle, and 
turned the defeat which threatened 
Stalingrad into a military success 
of the first magnitude. . Now, 
taking advantage of the thaws, 
the Germans have started a 
counter-attack, apparently in an 
effort to recapture Kharkov. The 
Russians are on thé © offensive 
along: the five hundred mile front 
from Lake Ilmen to the neighbour- 
hood of Kursk; but they have 
been driven back to the defensive 
on the two hundred and fifty 
mile front from  Kharkoy to 
Rostov-on-Don. It seems that the 
Germans, on this latter front, 
have thrown in two hundred 
thousand men, half of whom are 
fresh troops from the West, with 
a formidable equipment of 
armour. The Russians are said to 
be falling back in the) road to 
Poltava and the bend of the 
Dnieper; and fighting is taking 
place on the upper reaches of the 
Donetz, some eighteen miles from 
the city of Kharkov. Evidently, 
the German High Command 
attaches particular importance ‘vo 
Kharkov, which is the principal 
city of the Ukraine, and realises 
that a spring offensive on a major 
scale hardly can be mounted in 
South Russia while Kharkov 
remains in Soviet hands. It would 


ibe idle at this stage to speculate 


regarding the future course of 
military events in Russia. Hitherto 
all.expert prophecies have proved 
to be wrong; for the Russians 


the .magnitude of their reserves 
has been a revelation to. the 
world. On the other hand, it has 
been obvious from the outset that 
Herr Hitler’s generals had some- 
thing up their sleeves, and that, 
although they have been forced to 
yield ground in many places, they 
have contrived to keep the bulk 
of their armies more or less 
intact, Now that the weather has 
changed, the Germans have gained 
at least-a temporary advantage, 
of which they may be trusted to 
make the fullest use. Whether or 
not they will be able to stabilise 
their straggling front remains to 
be seen, They have sustained 
heavy losses during the winter 
months. In particular, the 
encirclement and eventual de- 
struction of Marshal Paulus’s 
Sixth Army before Stalingrad was 
a grievous blow to German 
military prestige; but, for that 
very reason it would be foolish to 
underestimate the strength of the 
counter-offensive which has been 
started in the Kharkov area. 
Germany still has a powerful 
army. Although she has been 
compelled to send substantial 
forces to hold the bridgehead in 
Tunisia, the total German force in 
North Africa is only a fraction of 
the reserve of man-power which 
is at the disposal of the 
Obersteheeresleitung, and, although 
British and American bombers 
have been attacking ‘ Germany’s 
centres of military production 
with increasing intensity, the 
Wehrmaclit still disposes of 
adequate supplies. The present 
situation in Russia is obscure. 
Both sides are manceuvring for 
position, and the real contest will 
not begin until the spring. The 
mere fact that the German High 
Command is withdrawing “ crack”’ 
troops’ from the West suggests 
that it is not contemplating an 
early invasion of the European 
continent by the Anglo-American

The 
logical end, they say, will be an 
enormous army which cannot bé 
transported for lack of ships, and, 
even if transported’ to its fighting- 
ground, will suffer from lack of 
armament. This argument, 
replies Mr. Stimson, ‘‘ ignores the 
careful. study given to this sub- 
ject by our President. and his 
military advisers."” Who can 
décide? . Even Great Britain, 
who was at war for two years 
before the United States, has not 
yet managed ‘to make up her 
mind concerning. the relative 
merits of a large army and. of 
large production.. Controversy 
rages across the Channel on the 
question whether expert coal- 
miners ought not to be brought 
back from the army to perform 
their skilled work, and whether 
a practised farm labourer is not 
more useful to the country in the 
fields than in the field.” Yet Mr. 
Stimson’s plea for a large army 
carries conviction. It was the vast 
bulk of untapped American man- 
power that. carried the day in 
1918; during the whole of the 
present war. the. weight of man- 
power has gained every victory. 
Thus far the Axis Powers have 
contrived, to all appearances, to 
keep tremendous armies in the 
field, and at the same time to 
maintain a remarkably high level 
of production, In comparison, a 
fighting force of eight millions 
does not seem exceptionally high 
for a nation of one hundred and 
thirty millions; and, on the same 
calculation, there ought to be an 
abundance of people left for the 
production of war materials. As 
yet, it appears, the United States 
is only half at -war. :

20,000 DUELS, DEATHS 
AND MARRIAGES 


Nine large notebooks, containing 
about 20, important Irish duels, 
marriages and deaths ef the period 
1771 to 1812, have lately been be- 
queathed to the office of the Ulster 
King at Arms in Dublin Castle. 
They were compiled over a long 
number of years by the late Mr. 
Alfred Molony, a National Bank 
official, from a collection of old files 
of the Ennis Chronicle and the Clare 
Journal, which he had discovered in 
Ennis. His interest in genealogy 
had led him to go through these 
files, painstakingly copying out all 
announcements of marriages or 
deaths of prominent merchants, 
landowners and clergymen, and put- 
ting them into these notebooks in 
alphabetical order. A typical entry 
in the notebooks is this :— 

“ McCarthy, Sth inst. (Decem- 
ber, 1790), near Blarney, Owen 
McCarthy, called Master na Mona, 
last of the family except one son, 
now Governor of Millanda, and 
Colonel of a Regiment of Horse in 
the Portuguese Service. — Ennis 
Chronicle.”’ 

Mr. Molony also entered up in his 
notebooks the chief references to 
duels and to important legal deci- 
sions. Under this heading we have: 
‘Duel. Last night, between 
Hy-c-nth K-rw-n and Mr. R-b-rt 
D-rcy, in one of the rooms (about 
five yards long) of the Mitre Inn, 
Tuam. latter's coat shot through. 
No other damage. Tuam, 1st April. 
—Clare Journal, 8th April, 1779.” 

Mr. T. Sadleir, the Ulster King at 
Arms, declares that these books are 
a very valuable acquisition, and will 
je of great help to those searching 
for genealogical information. Other 
valuable. papers .acquired. by this 
office in recent years ixiclude @ col- 
lection of papers relating to the 
Bewley family from the seventeenth 
century, and a collection relating to 
the Church’ of Ireland higher clergy, 
compiled by Rev. William Reynell.

MOZART’S “ REQUIEM ” 


For the second concert of their 
one hundred and sixth season the 
University of Dublin Choral Society 
presented a programme of sacred 
music in the -Examination Hall, 
Trinity. College, last night. The 
chief contribution, which was broad- 
cast, was Mozart's ‘‘ Requiem.’’ 

The performance had many admir- 
able points, though the conductor, 
Mr, Turner Huggard, was handi- 
capped as to balance by a 
numerically weak tenor line. 
Generally the singing was good, 
though a little too vigorous. The 
opening chorus was far too clamant 
—a softer approach would have 
created a more prayerful atmosphere, 
and prepared for the dramatic out- 
burst of the ‘‘ Dies Irae’’ and succeed- 
ing sections, These, by the way, 
were sung with great spirit. The 
**Lacrymosa’’ was especially well 
done, as was the ‘ Hostias” and 
** Sanctus.”’ 

The soloists were Mabel Thrift 
(soprano), Mabel Home (contralto), 
Robert McCullagh — and 
Frank Cowle (bass). They blended 
well, and were at their best in 
the Benedictus, Mabel Thrift also 
carried well the soprano solo with 
the chorus in the concluding Agnus 
Dei, The orchestra, which was led 
by Dr. J. Gilbart Smyly, S.F., 
T.C.D., gave splendid support, 
though the brass in this hall proved 
once again very disconcerting. 

The society also gave a fine per- 
formance of the Sanctus from Bach’s 
Mass in B Minor.
